On  dairy- 
reporters'  farns,  ^ains  nade  up  59  percent  of  the  ration;  ccnnercially  mixed  feedsi 
29  percent;  oil  seeds  or  meals,  4  percent;  wheat  millfeeds,  3  percent;  and  other 
feeds,  5  rjercent.  Among  the  grains,  corn  contri'buted  32  percent  and  oats  23  per- 
cent. A  little  over  half  the  total  concentrate  ration  was  homegro-rn  feeds,  -he 
value  r>er   100  pounds  of  concentrate  rations  fed  in  1954  averaged  $3.30,  the  lovest 
in  4  years,  and  equivalent  to  a  cost  of  99  cents  -^er  100  pounds  of  milk  -oroducedo 
With  lover  prices  for  dairy  t)roducts  in  1954,  the  "butterfat-f eed  price  ratio  vas 
the  least  favorable  for  feeding  in  tv;o  decades,  and  the  milk-feed  TDrics  ratio  was  6 
percent  "belovr  the  longtime  average. 

Roughage  fed  per  milk  ccv;  in  reporters'  herds  during  the  winter  feeding  sea- 
son, October  1953-Iiay  1954,  included  2.2  tons  of  hay,  2.1  tons  of  silage,  and  0,1 
ton  of  other  dry  roughage.  Alfalfa  and  its  mixtures  made  up  59  loercent  of  the  hay 
fed;  clover,  mixed  clover,  and  leapedeza  together,  27  percent;  and  other  hays,  14 
percent.  About  85  percent  of  the  hay  was  homegrovm  and  15  "oercent  purchased. 
Silage  feeding  has  increased  steadily  over  the  last  decade.  In  1954,  corn  silage 
made  up  71  percent  of  the  total,  grass  silage  22  percent 5  and  other  silage  7  per- 
cent. The  1954  dairy  rasture  season  rarJ^ed  with  1953  as  the  -poorest  in  15  years, 
with  grazing  especially  short  in  the  South. 

CONCSIITRATE  RATIONS  FED  TO  MILK  CO\^S

Milk  cows  on  United  States  farms  in  1954  u^ere  fed  an  estimated  total  cf 
18,721,000  tons  of  grain  and  concentratG  feeds — the  second  largest  quantity  fed  in 
almost  a  quarter  century  of  records.  Of  this  total,  16,986,000  tons,  or  91  per-- 
cent,  \s'ere  fed  on  farms  where  milk  or  crean  was  sold^  and  1,735,000  tons,  or  9 
percent,  on  farms  where  milk  was -oroduced  for  home  use  only.  The  total  volvLme  of 
grain  and  concentrates  fed  on  farms  in  1954  was  up  1  percent  from  1953,  with 
heavier  use  of  grain  and  concentrates  in  all  regions  except  the  '-/est  North  Central, 
Increases  ranged  from  a  fractional  gain  in  the  ^ast  North  Central  to  4  percent  in 
the  South  Central  region,  '''isconsin  again  led  in  total  quantity  of  grains  and  con- 
centrates fed  to  milk  cows  r^th  2,082,000  tons;  followed  by  New  York  with  1,380,000 
tons;  Minnesota,  1,103,000  tons;  and  Pennsylvania,  1,064,000  tons.  For  data  on 
grain  a^d  concentrates  fed  by  States,  see  table  4, 

Grain  and  concentrates  fed  -ner  milk  cow  on  farms  averaged  1*659  pounds  in 
1954,  only  slightly  below  last  year's  record  cf  1,676  po^ands.  Regional  feeding 
rates  were  highest  in  the  North  Atlantic  area,  averaging  2,038  DOunds  per  cow; 
followed  by  the  East  North  Central,  1,845  pounds;  South  Atlantic,  1,647  pounds;

Central  region  vrith  1,310  pounds.   Among  the  States,  feeding  rates  shovred  the  usual 
extreme  variation,  ranging  from  a  high  of  over  I2  tons  per  cow  in  Florida,  vrhere 
citrus  pulp  is  included  in  the  concentrate  ration,  to  less  than  a  half  ton  per  cow 
in  Nevada.  Other  heavy  concentra.te  feeding  States  in  1954  vrere  New  Jersey  vrith 
2,47C  pounds;  Pennsylvania,  2,250  pounds;  Rhode  Island,  2,150;  and  Connecticut, 
2,000  pounds. 

In  1954,  farmers  fed  an  average  of  30.2  pounds  of  grains  and  concentrates  per 
100  pounds  of  milk  produced.   On  farms  selling  milk  or  cream,  the  rate  averaged 
30.0  pounds,  2  percent  "below  1953  and  one  of  the  lowest  in  12  years.  Regionally, 
grain  feeding  rates  were  atove  1953  in  the  South  "but  below  elsewhere,  and  varied 
from  a  high  of  39.7  pounds  of  concentrate  ration  per  100  -oounds  of  milk  in  the 
South  Central  region,  dovm  to  22.9  pounds  in  the  West.   Seasonally,  the  amount  fed 
per  100  -oounds  of  milk  ranged  from  a  high  of  38  pounds  in  January  to  a  low  of  21 
pounds  in  June.  The  cost  of  concentrates  fed  per  100  pounds  of  milk  produced  in 
1954  vras  99  cents — 6  percent  "below  the  1953  average  of  $1.05,  "but  still  4  percent 
a"bove  average.

Concentrate  Ration  Values  Lowest  in  Four  Years 

The  average  value  tier  100  pounds  of  grain  and  concentrates  fed  to  milk  covs 
in  1954  i.ras  $3.30 — 4  percent  below  1953,  14  percent  "belCT-'  the  1948  record  high  of 
$3.84,  "but  still  the  sixth  highest  annual  average  in  over  four  decades  of  records. 
In  each  month  of  1954,  ration  values  were  the  lo^-'est  for  the  month  since  1950. 
States  showed  the  usual  substantial  variation  in  vaius  of  concentrate  rations  fed 
in  1954,  ranging  from  $1.93  per  hundredweight  in  Forth  Dakota  to  $4,24  in  Maine  and 
West  Virginia,  The  milk-feed  Thrice  ratio  for  1954  averaged  1.19,  the  lowest  since 
1947,  5  TDercent  below  1953,  ar:d  6  percent  below  the  longtime  annual  average.   The 
butterfat-feed  price  ratio,  for  1954.  which  averaged  19  ..7,  was  the  lowest  for  any 
year  since  1934,  9  percent  below  1953  and  16  percent  below  the  1933-52  average.

ROUGHAGE  FED  TO  MILK  COV/S 

Roughage  fed  per  milk  coX';  in  herds  kept  by  dairy  reporters  during  the  October 
1953-Hay  195ii  winter  feeding  season  included  2.2  tons  of  hay,  2.1  tons  of  silage 
and  0.1  ton  of  other  dry  roughage.   In  the  past  10  years  for  which  records  are 
available,  the  amount  of  hay  fed  per  milk  cow  has  changed  but  little^,   However,  tho 
amount  of  silage  fed  per  coxif  has  increased  rather  steadily  and  the  2,1  tons  per  cot; 
fed  during  the  past  winter  feeding  season  was  1^  times  as  high  as  during  the 
I9UI4-U5  season,  the  first  for  which  records  are  available. 

The  quantity  of  hay  fed  per  milk  cow  varied  considerably  among  the  different 
States,  depending  on  the  length  of  the  pastiure  season  and  the  availability  and 
price  of  hay.  Heaviest  rates  of  hay  feeding  were  in  the  West  ^^rhere  several  Strtes 
exceeded  3  tons  per  cow.   In  most  of  the  North  Central  and  Northeastern  States, 
the  amount  ranged  between  2  and  3  tons,  while  in  some  southern  States,  less  than 
one  ton  per  milk  cow  was  fed.  The  amount  of  silage  fed  per  milk  cow  was  even  more 
variable  by  areas,  ranging  from  a  high  of  h   tons  per  cow  in  Wisconsin,  down  to 
negligible  amounts  in  the  deep  South  and  California,  Dry  roughage  other  than  hay 
was  important  mainly  in  the  sorghu^n  growing  area.  The  hay  equivalent  of  hay, 
silage,  and  other  dry  roughage  combined  ranged  between  2^   and  h   tons  per  milk  cow 
in  most  of  the  imr^ortant  northern  dairy  States, 

Alfalfa  hay  predominates 

Alfalfa  and  mixed  alfalfa  hay  made  up  59  percent  of  the  total  hay  fed  to  milk 
cows  during  the  1953-5U  winter  feeding  season;  clover,  mixed  clover,  and  lespedeza 
hays  as  a  group,  27  percent;  and  other  kinds  lU  percent.  Alfalfa  was  the  pre- 
dominant kind  of  hay  fed  to  milk  cows  in  the  western  half  of  the  country,  represent- 
ing more  than  90  percent  of  all  hay  fed  in  Idaho,  V/yoming,  Colorado,  Arizona,  Utah, 
and  California.  Clover,  mixed  clover,  and  lespedeza  made  up  a  sizeable  proportion 
of  the  hay  fed  in  the  Northeast,  the  eastern  Great  Lakes  States,  and  much  of  the 
South.  Of  the  hay  fed  to  milk  cows,  l5  percent  was  purchased  and  85  percent  was 
home-grown.  The  proportion  purchased  was  slightly  higher  than  in  any  other  of  the 
9  years  for  which  records  arc  available.  Milk  producers  in  North  Dakota,  New  Yor!  , 
Indiana,  Wisconsin,  and  Minnesota  purchased  less  than  5  percent  of  the  hay  fed, 
while  those  in  California,  Arizona,  and  Texas  purchased  60  percent  or  mores 
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".■^iiy  correspondents  i-coortud  th:  rvL-rago  value  of  lir.y  otin^  fbJ  to  inilk  coivG  en 
rebruary  1,  19^h  ^t    'i25.19  per  ton^  the  second  hif^hect  ijri  IG  years  oi"  record. 
About  67  percent  of  the  reports  -jore  on  baled  hay^  7  percent  on  chopped  ho,y,    and 
26  percent  other  loose  hay. 

Of  the  f:ilr.2e  fed  to  milK  covrs  durinp  the  J9S3-Sh   xjintrr  feeding;:  season,  71 
percent  nvs   corr.  sila,^e^  22  percent  grass  cjilafte^  and  7  percent  other  kinds  of 
silago,   Corn  silage  represented  a  substantially  smaller  proportion  of  the  total 
than  a  decade  earlier,  while  grass  silage  was  sharply  higher  than  in  any  year  prior 
to  19!^2,  As  late  as  6  years  ago,  grass  silage  made  up  only  1  percent  of  the  total 
fed  to  milk  cows* 

I95I4  DAIRY  PASTURE  SilASON 

Pasture  feed  for  milk  nows  in  195^4  was  very  short  in  some  arcas^  and  for  the 
country  as  a  whole  the  grazing  season,  along  with  1953;  was  the  poorest  in  the  last 
15  years.   The  condition  of  dairy  pastures  during  the  April  1  -  October  1_,  195U 
period  averaged  75oO  percent  of  normal_,  compared  with  7S tk   percent  in  19^3,  and  the 
I9I4.3-52  average  of  8l»9  percent.  VJhile  short  in  19$h^    green  feed  was  still  more 
plentiful  than  in  the  record  drought  years  of  193h  and  1936  when  dairy  pasture 
condition  averaged  53a2  and  SQ^6   percent  of  normal,  respectively.  Milk  cows  in  the 
lovjer  half  of  the  country  between  the  Atlantic  Coast  and  the  Rocky  Mountains  had 
probably  the  poorest  grazing  year  since  the  mid-1930' s.   On  the  other  hand,  195U 
dairy  pasture  feed  was  comparatively  good  in  New  England,  across  the  miore  northern 
sections  of  the  United  Stctes^  and  on  the  Pacific  Coast, 

Sharp  area  contrasts  develop  by  mid-summer 

The  195U  dairy  pasture  season  opened  with  feed  short  iii  the  early  pasture  areas 
of  the  deep  Souths  With  advancement  of  the  season,  pastures  improved  and  National 
condition  and  prospects  rose  to  average  on  May  1,  Abnormally  cool  weather  coupled 
with  moisture  shortages  during  I'lay  retarded  development^  and  on  June  1  pasture  feed 
was  moderately  below  averagCa  Durj.ng  June,  poor  growth  in  the  South  resulting  from 
high  temperatures  and  lack  of  rain  was  offset  by  favorable  progress  of  green  feed 
in  northern  areas  and  on  July  1  pasture  for  the  coijntry  continued  moderatel^r  below 
average.  Dry,  hot  weather  that  folloi-ed  brought  about  extreme  drought  conditions  in 
substantial  areas  including  Missouri  and  portions  of  si.u"rounding  States,  the  central 
Atlantic  Seaboard,  much  of  east  central  Texas^  and  the  central  Fcockios.  Despite 
good  green  feed  in  many  parts  of  the  North  and  far  West,  by  August  1  average  con- 
dition of  pastures  for  the  cotuitry  had  fallen  to  the  lowest  level  for  the  date  in 
alm.ost  ti-ro  decades.  Through  August,  with,  further  depiction  of  green  feed  over  much 
of  the  South,  National  average  pasture  condition  continued  relatively  lowe  Continued 
drought  during  September  over  the  southern  half  of  the  country  from  the  Great  Plains 
eastward  reduced  pasture  feed  conditions  in  much  of  that  area  to  the  poorest  for 
October  1  in  35  years  of  records  On  the  other  hand,  in  most  of  the  important 
northern  dairy  States  east  of  the  Mississippi,  October  1  pasture  feed  was  somewhat 
better  than  in  1953;  and  from  Minnesota  and  Iowa  westward  to  the  Pacific  was  gener- 
ally good  to  excel], cnt*  During  October,  rains  in  some  areas  improved  pastures;, 
bringing  National  condition  on  November  1  up  to  about  average  for  the  date,  and 
mild  weather  encouraged  full  use  of  late  feed.;  Hoviever,  the  sharp  contrast  between 
good  pastures  in  the  North  and  poor  grazing  in  the  South  persisted  tlirough  the  fall^ 

For  individual  States,  average  dair^""  pastm-e  condition  for  the  195U  season 
varied  widely,  reflecting  the  extremes  in  weather  over  the  country;   In  Texas  and 
Arkansas,  seasonal  average  pasture  conditions  for  195U  were  only  1  point  above  the 
38-year  record  low,  and  in  Colorado  were  lovjer  than  in  all  years  except  one*,  In  h  - 
Southeast  States  --  South  Carolina,  Georgia,  Florida^  and  Alabama  —  dairy  pasture 
^ced  in  195Uj  though  not  setting  a  record  Iotj  in  any  of  the  individual  States,  for 
the  group  averaged  the  poorest  in  nearly  h   decades  of  record.   In  Oklahoma  and 
Missouri^  dair;*'-  pastures  were  the  Uth  lowest  of  record,  On  the  other  hand_^  New 
England  r^nd  an  uriusually  good  pasture  season  in  19514,  with  Maine,  New  Hampshire^ 
Vermont,  end  Massachusetts  all  having  season  average  conditions  of  92  percent  or
